the criminal and less revolting to society. 
This is a very poor argument. Ii the con­ 
dition of life members of the penitentiary 
is so distressing and deplorable, if they all 
become insane within twenty years, as the 
Directors s^y they will, if they are to be 
burdened with hopeless Insanity all their 
lives, and if their condition is one of “in­ 
describable horror and intense agony/’ 
why not on the high grouod of hammily, 
hang the cold-bloode J murderers and stop all 
this heartless suffering ? It life punish­ 
ment is so revolting and Inhuman as anti- 
haogists say it is, then it is a duty we owe 
to the murderer to see that he is hanged, 
and all this crushing and sickeuing Insan­ 
ity avoided. 
But the experience of those who have 
been connected with prisons in other 
Stales for years, is tar different from the 
experience of the Directors of the Wiscon­ 
sin Prison, so far as the insanity question 
is concerned, in other prison*, insanity 
among the life members is the exception, 
aud sanity the rule. Another point which 
tho Directors seemed to 
have over­ 
looked, and it is a point which bears a very 
important part in the discussion of the 
question of capital punishment, is the at­ 
tempt where criminals are sentenced to 
death, to have the sentence commoted to 
imprisonment tor life. The Gazette stated 
a short time since, that in almost every 
case ol death seutcoce. an application had 
been made in bebait of the cnmiual for a 
commutation of the sentence, lf life im­ 
prisonment was so deplorably wretched 
and so hopelessly horrible, it would not be 
considered an act of mercy to take a crimi­ 
nal from the gallows to the cell. 
The fact 
is, there is no argument yet produced!,by 
the oppoaent* of capital punishment that 
will hold good. Sickly sentimentaiisni 
won't do in discussing so grave and im­ 
portant a question as that of the punish­ 
ment of murderers. 
Ii hanging increases 
rather than decreases murder, let them 
prove that statement, and don’t deal in 
speculations. 
If absolute lnsmity and 
“ indescribable horror ” among life mem« 
bers of prisons, are less revolting to socie­ 
ty than death on the scad>1J, let them 
prove wherein they are lets revoking. Ii 
it is more human to drive men lo hopeless 
insanity, 
to 
unutterable 
agony, 
aud 
to a condition 
of 
wretched­ 
ness that can not be relieved, except by 
death, let them prove where the humanity 
comes in. These are vital question, and 
they are so vital, that those who who have 
so much sympathy for murderers, refrain 
from discussing them altogether. 
The Directors of the Prison ask the 
question, whether or not it woald not be 
best to abolish the life sentence, and sub­ 
stitute a definite term of years therefor 
and they refer this question to the Legisla­ 
ture. This is making matters worse, and 
is hardly anything lees than offering a re­ 
ward for murders. 
To abolish the life 
sentence In the absence of capital punish­ 
ment, would be, in our opinion, a crime 
against society, and would lead.to a greater 
number of murders. What is most desired, 
is a law in regard to the punishment ut 
murderers, which will best serve society.

but lose money, in the lace of the raise in 
provisions—either lose or be compelled to 
lo ver the standard of their bill of fare. 
What the landlords should do is to agree 
npon a certain raise, consistent with the 
increase in the cost of running their estab­ 
lishments, but this seems to be an impossi­ 
bility so long as some of our belt hotels in­ 
sist upon running a race to see who can 
keep people the cheapest and not go to the , 
wall. It is about time this kind of business 
was stopped. It doesn’t bring a guest 
more to Chicago aud ruins the profit on 
those that do come.

hotel business in Chicago to support its 
hotels, if done at the right prices, but there 
is not aud won’t be for some time to come 
down and provisions to go up.
